A Chinese convoy included four artillery pisces 
of undetermined calibre, 60 horsecarts loaded with mortars and artillery 
pieces of undetermined type, and 19 trucks loaded with ammunition. A 
North Korean convoy with 30 oxcarts loaded with ammunition departed from 
Kapyong following the Chinese Communists. 


2. On the same day boxes of ammunition were piled along the road for two 
kilometers beginning two kilometers east of Chongpyong-ni. Three hundred 
meters eastward of the ammunition boxes there were 13 tanks (undescribed) 
covered with straw and branches, their sides concealed under white cloth, 
and hidden in an orchard.
